TTORNEY-GENERAL PALMER insist* .-till, as he has beeni 


insisting ail along, that all who criticize his deportation, 


proceeding's are either Communists, anarchists, or paid attor-: 
neys. "As between these lawyers and their Communist and an-! 
archist clients and the carefully selected ajrents of the depart-;

That, perhaps, has been Mr. Palmer"*, error from ihe be-, 


ginning. He has trusted too much to his agents. He trusted; 
them, too, at a time of emotional tension, when the whole na-j 
tion was inclined 10 give short shrift and a long tow to every man, 
suspected of Bolshevism. It may be the findings of an investi-} 
gation commission \\uuld surprise no man more than Palmer;, 
but even so he does not. as he evidently believes, escape re-] 
sponsibility for what injustice may have been committed in the, 
organized "drives" on radicals. He knew, or he should have! 
known, the state of popular sentiment, the likelihood of persecu-j 
tion and terrorization in a time of hysteria.

Nearly all were held without the usual formalities for some 


weeks before receiving a trial, and when the trial was finally^ 
reached it consisted of a hearing at which an immigrant inspec-: 
tor acted as judge, jury, and prosecutor in the same breath. 
Occasionally the man who caused the arrest acted as interpreter. 
The accused was frequently not informed of his right to coun- 
sel, or not informed of this right until he had been committed 
to incriminating statements. 
Inquisitorial methods were usual. 


The guilt of the majority of the prisoners is still doubtful, and 
io class them as dangerous radicals was often ridiculous. 


If the attorney general were of a more liberal temper he 


might well confess he was, along with the rest of the country, 
deceived as to the prevalence of Bolshevism thruout the United 
States and far from wise in his use of wholesale methods. 
A 


radical, dangerous or not, deserves -as much consideration from 
the law as his neighbors. Mr. Palmer, we remember, did not go 
about clapping profiteers into jail in droves. 


Can The League Be Scapped? 


IV /TR. HARDING is committed to some sort of world court to 


•+•*•*• which quarreling nations would submit their cases if they 
liked, to some scheme for disarmament, and to an association of 
nations for the purpose of preventing wars. He has been dis- 
cussing these projects as tho none of them duplicated any exist-, 
ing project. Yet they contain nothing that is not contained in 
the existing League of Nations. 


Why, then, should the nations now members of the league 


withdraw in order to take up with Mr. Hardnig? What argu- 
ment can Mr. Harding advance? The only possible answer is 
the one made long ago by the Senate foreign relations commit- 
tee, which insisted that since Europe must take us on our own 
terras we could make what terms we chose. 


But will the European powers be willing to buy such sup- 


port as we offer at the cost of scrapping the league? Evidence 
cabled by European correspondents indicates that, with the ex- 
ception of Germany, which fears to give further guarantees for 
the enforcement of the Versailles treaty, they will not. France, 
for an opposite reason, is unwilling to throw away the covenant, 
•which is the first article of the treaty. 


In both England and Italy there is undoubtedly a wide va- 


riety of opinions regarding the league, but no disposition to- 
give up the experiment at this stage. 
An organization might 


be substituted which would be more democratic ami more 
powerful, but there is no reason to believe that Mr. Harding 
and his advisers look toward such a solution. Their main pur- 
pose, as it has been shown in the Senate debates and during the 
presidential campaign. i< to diminish obligation.-;, not extend 
them. They do not care to incur the odium of refusing to join 
in an attempt to promote peace, but they want to promote peace 
in their o'.vji cautious way.
